Guidelines for Release of CIA Finished Intelligence

General 


1. Within the overall concern for the security of sources 
and methods of U.S. intelligence, the policy for the release 
of intelligence is based on two factors. The 
first is that by government-to-government agreements, the U.S. 
has an obligation to furnish with intelligence 25X1C 


on certain subjects and areas. The second principle is that 


intelligence, over and above that called for in the above 
agreements, will not be released unless there is a clear and 


definable benefit to the U.S. which is likely to be gained by 25X1C 
such release, This benefit may take several forms: ¢.g., to 
encourage to the 

U.S. or to provide EMM with information which might 25X1C 
influence a policy decision or action on their part favorable 

to the U.S. on a pending issue. Obviously application of the 25X1C
